Science Discovers Another Germ- 
.Spreader. 

KiKsing is tabooed liy tho scientists a^ 
a means of spre.uling {•ontagious dis- 
ease, and the shaking of hands is iioiv 
Iilaceil ill the same category by Dr. .1. 
•51. Ilirsch, of Chicago. He ijays, as 
qiioteil in l*o|iiil!ir iMecli.Miiics: 

"'riie most delicate ih-rfume ii[)oii the 
hand is neither a sign of freedom from 
germs nor a protection, and the most 
relineil are not free from disctises of 
the lungs or throat, which are rapidly 
sprtail bv touching the hand that has 
handleil tile handkerchief of one afflict- 
ed with a cold, catarrh, or coiisiiiii[i!ioii. 
These diseases claim more than one- 
seventh of all the deatlics. Our street- 
cars carry signs requesting passengers 
to abstain from expectorating therein. 
Those same pa.'tsengers may hold their 
hand.^ before their mouths when they 
cough and cover it with germs enough 
tn infect a thousnnd people. Thoy may 
u.^Je their handkerchiefs ■with the same 
result, and when we have an oiiidemic 
ot the grip it is sproiid by the 'grip of 
the hand' of a friend or a casual ae- 
(piaintance or a more stranger just in- 
trcdiiceil.

The eitse 
against W. Ivorimer, charged with 
si.^aliiig from that linn, was stood over. 
Vlie I'oiice court was crowded, and the 
lloor was littered with jdle.s of denim, 
drilliii-. blaiikcis, dii.k. lim.leiim, <ri- 
lonne, and l\vo '.Vxiuinstcr rugs-ihe 
court b.'ing tj-.iusriirmcd into a dry goo, Is 
warehouse i,ir ihe nie.iiiiiine. " Tli.'re 
was ipiite an array of counsel ^iltihg be- 
fore Ihe magistrate. ..Mr. Helyea aj;- 
peaied for (he liroseeiition, (Jeo. ".lay for 
the defendant iLorimer, and .Messrs (ico. 
and K. .V. Powell and .1. P. Walls for 
KirchciiiK'r. 

H. Tlioinp^.in, niainiger fo:^ Tiii^ne:-, 
Beeton it Co., was the lirst witness for 
the prosecution, lie idciitihed the iic-

goods at dilTerent limes from his linn, 
'lie had bought sainples and odd lots— 
go'ids which were sidd at reduced liriccs.

Ileany'ti drayiiiaii usually delivered 
the giiodf^. Witness -was in the I'uodle'

dli'ceni'bcr ■22. having breaki'a-^t, 'svlien he 
noticed the (Irayiiiaii passing witii some 
bales of denim, which looked like those 
from his firm's place. Thinking it] 
strange that the duuim should be de- . 
livered at that time, he had followed the, 
dra.v' to J'Circheimer's store, where itj 
stopped, and the good*3 were taken in 
there, •He noticed the marks, "T. B. & 
iCo.," on tho bales of the denim deliv- 
ered at defendant's store. He then 
Went to the store iiihl looked to see if' 
any entry had Im'cii made of the goods' 
being delivered. He fojiiul that no en- 1 
try had been made, and called Mr. I

ment, to the ollice. ami gave him cer- 
tain iiistrtictious ill relation to this mat- 
ter. 

Walter d.orimcr was in cli.irge of the 
lloor from wliieli ihc ileniiii was taken. 
It opened on the .--ide ■;|ii"^t. In the 
■bales delivered .it J'Ciriliciniei's store 
there "Were some i^olls of denim, and two 
jiieees id" sib^ia. He accompanied tho 
detectives to dcf endaut'ji store after his 
arrest on Ihe morning of the "22^1, and 
there they found denim, blankets, etc.— 
a geiieriri assortment of gooiis. He 
identiilied the wrappers brought from thi! 
store as those -with his linn's mark, 
used fin- covering denim. None of the 
goods produced in court had been sol ! 
bv his firm to Kircheinier. He ap- 
iiriiiseil the goods recovered at about 
.? 1,900. 

Thus. W. Walker, liend of the man- 
ufacltiring departuient of Turner, Bee- 
ton & Co., sworn, testified that on the 
iiKiniinK of December 22, acting under" 
instructions of iMr. Thompson, he -went 
to M. (I. Prior's jireniises and soc^ured 
[lerrnission to go bi the storerooui, from 
vviiere he had a goed view of tho rear 
of defeiidant'.'i stole. From his jiosition 
in I'!. (I. Prior's store he saw Kir- 
che;:ner coino from the rear of ids prem- 
ises with some istiifl" that resembled bur 
lai) wraiiiiers and hne^dron. 'He idaccd 
these things ill a 'box and rettiriied lo 
the store. Soon afterwards a kloolch- 
miiti entered the alley and look several 
wraiiiiei^s from the liox. Witiires fol- 
lowed Iier to the F. & N. bridge, and 
asked lier -^vhat slie had. She dropped 
the basket and "witness took from it two 
denim 'wrappers, which ,he recognized as 
having come from Tumor, Beeton & 
iCo.'s premises. The denim produced in 
court was similar to that ■vi-rnpped iu 
these wrnr4)er8. Witness had also seen 
part of the denim recovered itom stores 
of iChincsc. 

Joe lITeagy, 'rtrayman. gave evidence 
lo the en"ect that on .Monday ninrning.
